Minnie Watson Kamm, an ex- 
pert on child training, gives in a 
recent work some valuable advice 
to mothers regarding their babies’ 
playthings. 

The first object to be offered 
for the amusement of the baby— 
and this should not be until he is 
four months old, she declares 
may be a fresh sheet of crumpled 
white bond paper. This, she 
points out, is sanitary, easily 
grasped and crackles in a_ loud 
but not startling manner, and 
therefore interests and perplexes 
the child, leading him to persistent 
effort and concentration. 

For a six-month-old baby, Mrs. 
Kamm recommends a square or 
rectangular-faced block, rubber or 
wooden ball, an aluminum cup or 
collapsible tape-mecasure which 
the baby quickly learns to operate. 
She says: 

“A string of beads or buttons, 
a rattie with small bells or bits of 
metal or wood attached are ob- 
viously dangerous. Long, slender 
playthings such as a clothespin or 
a spoon are not as good as more
